FRENCH WINE INTERESTS 
TO INVADE U. S. 
, r A short time ago a press report stated that a 
certain London distiller boasted of the fact that 
tibe distillers of England were exporting more 
liquor to the United States since the advent of 
Prohibition than they did before.

distillers complained bitterly about dry speakers 
from 
United States “invading England and 
interfering with the internal affairs of that na­ 
tion.” 
The incident shows the inconsistency of booze 
logic. To the British distiller's mind it waa a

ERRORS IN PROOF READING 
Professor Gordon Hall Gerould of Princeton 
laments bitterly in two sorrowful columns of the 
Weekly Review the decay of proof reading. He 
does not like such puzzles as “raiment” for “va­ 
riant” or “bother” for “brother” in “serious fic­ 
tion or vivacious annals of the great war.” He 
complains: 
“Some persons may even prefer to 
read: He was the rank and grievous toy of her 
early days and love,’ thought the author really 
wrote: ‘He was the frank and generous boy’.” 
Some time ago the proofreaders answering a like 
reproach protested that, on the whole, they were 
doing as well as could be expected under the cir­ 
cumstances. 
It was a defense that contained 
much truth, but it hardly covers the whole case 
which seems to call for some explanation from 
others besides the proofreader himself. A singu­ 
lar thing is that often enough the errors in type 
appear in expensively printed 
elaborate 
books 
that have a lasting quality. 
One may forgive 
•lemishes in the letter of ephemeral fiction or 
ransitory comment on current affairs more read­ 
ily than in works of sound scholarship, serious 
or literary criticism. Such books are 
not hastily put out. There is usually no evidence 
that expense has been spared in their making, 
save in this respect. Nor are faults all mere slips 
of the typesetter. Some are obviously unlearned 
errors, .and therein, perhaps lies a clue. For in­ 
stance in the quotation “be not wroth” the word 
becomes worth,” 
Ora may guess that the six­ 
teenth century spelling somehow looked wrong 
to the “expert” so he changed it to “worth” a fa­ 
miliar word, the fact that it made nonsense being 
a minor consideration.—New York Sun.
